EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 



1 . Please delete the language between line 18 of claim 1 after the word system and line 
22, and replace it with the following: "updating said assumption set with said external rules 
management system and;

said assumption set without interrupting the ability of the computer system to provide pricing 
information to said customer." 

2. Please delete the language between line 27 of claim 19 after the word system and line 
31 , and replace it with the following: "updating said assumption set with said external rules 
management system and; 

implementing with said computer system said updated assumptions set in place of 
said assumption set without interrupting the ability of the computer system to provide pricing 
information to said members."

Claims 1-7, 9-23 are allowed. 



4. In the prior art, Ogawa discloses defining an assumption set comprising one or more 
assumptions (Figures, 4 and 13, H 10); receiving at a computer system information via a 
network from a customer 01 1 1 ), utilizing said assumptions set of information to estimate a 
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price associated with one or more products (If 1 1), sending from said computer system to 
said customer said estimated price via said network (Fig. 13, H 10, 1 1) and storing the set of 
information and said estimated price in an electronic storage device (H 56, 69). McMillan 
recites using statistical data to derive premium information (Col. 6 lines 19-23); and Greco 
recites an external computer being used to update data and communicating such updates to 
a main computer (Col. 5 lines 37-47), and also an external data warehouse system (Fig. 3 
element 340) which contains data and communicates with the main frame computer to 
update information and vice versa. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art is 
silent on dynamically updating assumptions based upon feedback provided by a plurality of 
potential customers affecting statistical data related to actual customers and said plurality of 
potential customers.
